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= Summary:
In 2010 Central Idaho Dispatch Center assisted with 326 incidents and followed 173 flights. CIDC’s
main service is to the Salmon and Challis Field Offices of the Idaho Falls District Bureau of Land Management
and to the Salmon-Challis National Forest, which is composed of six ranger districts. Additionally, CIDC
provides assistance to Lemhi and Custer Counties, Idaho Fish and Game — primarily through flight following —,
and the State of Idaho.
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Aside from flight following, the majority
of incidents recorded in CIDC were wildfires,
with the second highest number going to
smoke checks. CIDC assisted Lemhi and
Custer Counties in eleven Search and Rescue
operations and ten medical aid incidents.

The 2010 fire season was a more
normal year for the Salmon-Challis National
Forest, with 45 fires reported and 5,644 acres
burned.

The most fires detected in a single day
was four, and the highest concentration of
new starts was 13 over a ten day period in
August. These statistics reflect the trend in
the past few years but are much lower than
historical patterns.

It is worth noting that the
BLM'’s average acreage is heavily influenced
by the 2003 fire season during which a
record number of BLM acres were impacted
by fire.

The resources under Central Idaho’s initial attack coverage include: four type VI USFS engines, two
type VI BLM engines, and one type IV BLM engine; two type Il helicopters and one type Il helicopter under
contract with the USFS, plus two type Il helicopters stationed at Salmon under a National contract; three
handcrews; and six regularly staffed lookouts. These resources, along with numerous overhead personnel,

check in each morning with their availability.

Along with the IA resources, CIDC also serves as a main communication link for personnel working and
camping in remote areas. Trail crews, river patrols, guard stations, archeology crews, and recreational
employees check in daily through Dispatch. On an average day, Dispatch receives eight to ten such calls each
morning and evening. Many of the groups carry satellite phones as well as handheld radios. For this reason,
these employees often become a vital link to the outside world for private citizens in need of assistance.
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@ Large Fires:

The SCNF hosted two Type 2 IMT’s during the 2010 fire season. Additionally, three fires on the SCNF
were managed under local Type 3 Incident Commanders. Two of those fires, Banner and River Breaks,
eventually transitioned to Type 2 IMT’s.

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Seasonal Weather and Severity:

BlI’'s and ERC’s hovered below average for most of the season. Indices made a short climb during the
month of September. Maximum indices were not observed at all this summer, causing the general fire activity
to remain low. Overall precipitation was average with a few significant events during August and September;
while lightning storms were infrequent, those that did come through brought dramatically higher spikes in
precipitation than usually observed. Fire danger remained moderate for the majority of the summer and into
September, as a season-ending event came uncharacteristically late for the area. 2007 was used as a
comparison year due to the fact that it is the last year when the area had a large fire season.
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@ Cooperation:

CIDC is part of a successful interagency cooperation which exists locally between the SCNF and the
BLM. Both agencies also partner frequently with the North Fork, Salmon, Leadore, North Custer, South
Custer, Clayton, and Elk Bend volunteer fire departments. Cooperative training is offered at various levels
between the agencies and volunteers, primarily during the spring months.

SCNF employees assisted with four of the seven area BLM fires, and BLM employees responded to
several fires on Forest lands. Crewmembers from each agency formed a 20-person Type Il crew which was
dispatched to the Butts Creek and Spring Fires.

@ Resource Orders:

CIDC processed 102 ROSS resource orders to off-unit assignments during the year. Agency and
Casual Hire (AD) personnel traveled to 16 states in support of wildland fires, prescribed burns and other
incidents. The Interagency Type 2 Hand Crew had two assignments; however, both were local forest
assignments.

T Fixed-wing aircraft make up the majority of flights on the SCNF and the number of fire related flights
increased this year over the past couple of years. This summer, CIC contracted flights with Middle Fork
Aviation out of both Salmon and Challis. Additionally, 11 flights were conducted with agency aircraft
based out of McCall. Fire managers on the SCNF requested 21 detection flights — 7 on the North Zone
and 14 on the South Zone. Twenty-two flights were conducted for reconnaissance purposes.
